Indiana and Improved Roads. 


Just as we were about to accept the dictum of our 


highway critics and reluctantly admit that Indiana high- 
Ways as a whole were far below the rank of those of her 
(sister states, comes the new year book issued by the Amer- 
ican Highways association at "Washington. Its compilations i 
show that Indiana has more miles of road that may be1 
called "improved" than any other state in the union. 
Rhode Island, which is, in reality, Providence and New- 
port and their suburbs, has a larger percentage of im- 
proved roads, and Massachusetts, which, except hills 
through which only state roads run, is practically one big 
town, is second in percentage of improved roads to the 
total mileage of roads. Indiana, however, has a big mar- 
gin not only in total number of miles of improved roads, 
but in the percentage of improved roads over all agricul- 
tural states of the union. 


Indiana, Ohio and northern Kentucky constitute, in 


ifact; the greatest improved road "pocket" in the country. 
The other great improved section is New England with 
New Jersey and New York added. The Indiana-Ohio- 
Kentucky section might be called the "improved road," 
or "gravel road" belt, while the New England group 
might be called "good road" belt. 
The New England 


roads are good all seasons of the year, while the Indiana 
and Ohio roads are good rads, taken as a whole, nine 
months of the year. In part of those nine months they are 
much better for riding than the New England roads— 
taken as a whole. 


There are, according to the year book's figures, 24,955 


miles of Indiana roads that may be classed as "improved," 
and they constitute 3(>.7 per cent, of the entire highway 
mileage of the state. Undoubtedly there will be still fur- 
ther improvement when some form of acceptable central- 
ized road control is devised, and much of the present in- 
effective road-tinkering is abandoned, but in the mean- 
time the present showing is not at all discreditable to In- 
diana. 


It will be immensely better for Fort Wayne if the 


various political parties in selecting municipal randidatos 
concern themselves more with the grade of official servico 
likely to be given by any candidate than his mere ability 
to "win mi election day. The glamor of party victory IK ex- 
tremely transitory at best, while the general result will be 
one with which we must content oui-selves for the coming 
four vears. This is an excellent time to guard as far as 
possible against a mistake that Fort Wayne can by no 
means afford to make at this stage of its career—or at any 
ether, for the matter of that.

food for the first six months of its 
life until after she weans it .

die in summer to one brenst fed baby, 
and mothers should appreciate this fact 
when bottle feeding is contemplated.

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PLAN TO CHANGE CLIMATE OF A QUARTER OF THE GLOBE. 


BY HERBERT QUICK. 


One of the most interesting, appeal- 


ing, 
astonishing 
and 
revolutionary 


schemes .ever laid before the world is 
back of a bill introduced in the lower 
house of congress by Representative 
Colder of New York. 


It is nothing less than a project which 


has for its object the changing of the 
cUinates of Greenland, Iceland, Great 
Britain and Ireland, Norway, Sweden 
and northwestern Russia, Finland, Lap- 
land and, in fact, a great part of Eu- 
rope. 


The smile naturally follows the sug- 


gestion. 
Man caunot change climates. 


At least he never has. And to change 
all the climates of the North Atlantic 
shores—the thing is absuod- 
It tran- 


scends the power of puny man. it might 
be within the power of a race of genii 
—but not for the genius homo^. 


And yet Col. George Goethals, builder 


of tho Panama canals, says that "the 
subject 
warrants 
investigation," 
and 


that he hopes the real author of the 
scheme, Mr. Carrol L. Riker of Brook- 
lyn, "will be successful in securing the 
passage of the bill." 


Therefore, the matter is worth think- 


ing about. 


Everybody 
knows 
about 
the 
gulf 


stream and its effects on the climate of 
western Europe. 
It is the mightiest 


river in the world—but it flows through 
the ocean and not across the land. Eng- 
land is as far north as Labrador—but 
England is a great paradise most of the 
year, while Labrador is a frozen des- 
ert. 


The gulf stream is the reason—it is 


the great hot-water radiator of the uni- 
verse. It flows out of the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, 
carrying the waters warmed by 


the heat of the equatorial sun and sets 
northeast 
parallel 
with the Atlantic 


•oast of this country and strikes New- 
toundland. 


There it is shattered and stunned by 


he land and shallows tailed the Grand 
ijanks. It meets the cold waters com- 
ing down between Greenland and Labra- 
dor and mixes with them in these shal- 
lows where the cold water has to come 
to the surface to get over the ridge of 
sand, instead of flowing deep down as 
it does where it has the chance. 


These are the difficulties met by the 


gulf stream. But, in spite of them, it 
spreads out like a great fan and warms 
all western Europe. 


Mr. Riker proposes to moke the drift- 


ing sand build a jetty 200 miles long 
and reaching from New Foundland cast- 
ward _to'the Grand Banks. 
This jetty 


is intended to cut off the cold waters 
in their journey southward, bringing 
such icebergs as that which sank the 
Tit»nic—and to make them flow farther 
east, where the ocean is deeper. There 
they will creep along the bottom of the 
sea and not interfere with the 
gulf 


stream.

A branch of the gulf stream will then 


flow along the west coast of Greenland 
—so Mr. Riker says—and many times 
as much warm water will wash the 
shores of Iceland and the nations of 
Europe. 
In view of the fact that the 


gulf stream carries 00,000,000,000 cubic 
wards" of 
water 
per 
hour 
past 


Cape 
Florida, 
with a. 
temperature 


of 
76 
degrees 
and 
that 
this 


water is cooling to 36 degrees would 
be able to melt eighteen hundred square 
miles of ico ten feet thick per hour, it 
is perfectly certain that it is not doing 
half its possible work in making Ireland 
the Emerald Islo and causing the pres- 
ent differences between the weather of 
sunny Italy and stormy Cape Cod— great 
as these differences are. 


Conceding the possibility of obstruct- 


ing tho drift of sand on the spa bottom 
and making it build its own jetty — 
which Mr. Riker contends for — and al- 
lowing the effects of it on the polar cur- 
rent and tha gulf stream — as seem rea- 
sonable; and w» have before us tho 
biggest problem in terrestrial change 
ever offered for consideration. 
Do we 


dara to change the climatts aa pro- 
posed ? 


Ireland would 
welcome the change.. 


She has no vested interests in frigidity. 
But what would Ireland say? fioes she 
care for a warmer climate? Would the 
shamrock grow as green as now? 


with her foes and become sunny like 
Italy ? 


Would Scotland trnde her dour weath- 


er for that of northern France? 


What would become of the poetry of 


British weather? How would the read- 
ers of Dickens interpret his fogs in 
which Gaffer Hexham took his toll of 
the floating bodies on tho Thames and 
the snowstorms that whitened Mr. Peg- 
otty's coat? . 


But Norway 
and Sweden may bo 


counted on as favoring the Newfound- 
land jetty. They would gain by it, even 
though the Ice trade, with England were 
imperilled. And Russia—well, when one 
considers that Russia's greatest need is 
an ice-free port, that Archangel on th» 
White Soa is a fine harbor which would 
be brought into tho circle of ice-free 
ports by Mr. 
Riker's 
Jetty—if the 


scheme works—one may easily see what 
a huge international affair this harmless 
looking house bill No. 28,230 may be- 
come. 


The bill, however, only provides for a 


commission to study the plans for the 
jetty and compute its probable effects; 
and tho eminent men who ask for the 
passage of the bill have thereby only 
evinced an interest In the matter. They 
do not accept all Mr. Hiker's views. 


But thero is no doubt that the minds 


of many nane and well-informed peo- 
ple are n good deal impressed by Mr

te Medical society. 


"The precise laying out of every hour 


in every public••school," continues Pro- 
fessor Adami, "throughout 
the state 


means intellectual perdition. It means, 
if logically followed, that every boy 
and every girl oro having'precisely the 
same subjects doled out to them in 
every portion of the state and at the 
same hour. 
It .means at theconclu- 


siou of the course that every individual 
in the state has the game set of ideas. 
It means that we arc drifting to a 
Chinese state of civilization with official 
arrest of all initiative. 
This may bs 


gloriously socialistic, but it does not 
make ; for the progressive development 
of a people. 
Means Domination . of Female Teachers,

The line of broken stone 
that he pointed out as the ruins of the old 


building expert builders testify could not 
have existed in 1S36, but is of construction 


of a much more recent period. 
Mrs. Sevier 


has had designs made by a firm of architects 
providing for the restoring of this ancient 


Spanish wall and for its continuation, so that 
the entire plot adjoining the Alamo shall be 
enclosed with a wall of substantial masonry 
on which tablets are to be affixed commem- 


orating the heroes of the siege and the heroism 
they displayed. Although the details are no' 
decided upon, there is a project under consid- 
eration for planting the plot with the beautiful 


plants, trees, shrubs and vines peculiar to 
Texas. Mrs. Sevier has offered to pay all tht 
expenses of the building of the wall and tht 


laying out of the gardens. A door opens from 
the old chapel Into this plot, and this would be 
the entrance commonly used, although on 
great state holidays ;he front gates would be 
opened for the admission of the public to 


celebrate the deeds of patriotism. 


The defence of the Alamo affords one of 


the most striking instances of desperate valor 


In history. The Mission of the Alamo -(cot- 
tonwood tree) had been established by the 
Franciscan friars in 1710 in the Rio Grande 
valley and after several removals on account 


of the scarcity of water and the attacks of the 
Indians had been located at San Antonio. The 
central portion of the church was roofless at 
the time of the siege, but arched rooms on 
each side of the entrance and the sacristy, 


which was used as a powder magazine, were 
strongly covered with a roof of masonry. The 
windows were high and narrow to protect the 
congregation from the arrows of the Indians. 
There was an enclosure at one side of the 


church in which were the convent and hospital, 
and to defend this place there were fourteen 
pieces of artillery, which were mounted on the 


walls of the church, facing north, south and 
east, and elsewhere, to be used for defence.

Du Barry, whoso likeness is now part of 
the collection so recently brought from 
Prince's Gate. 


Mr. Morgan had some Gothic tapestries 


of extraordinary quality. 
Only a few 


months ago his nine splendid tapestries 
from Knole Park were exhibited in Paris, 
in the Place Vondomo. Some furniture of 
the finest periods of tho art of cabinetry 
has recently arrived at the Mpsoum. 
There are clocks which came from the 
uteliers of the famous mftkors, while the 
Morgan collection of watches, including 
many examples of delicate and exquisite 
workmanship, is' a triumph of the art 
horologieal. 


Tho collection of paintings represents all 


schools. 
Among the best known prob- 


ably from a popular point of view is "The 
Duchess of Devonshire," by Gainsborough, 
which wns stolon many years ago from 
tho Agnows, in London, and later restored 
through negotiations mndo with tho thieves 
by the late Patrick F. Shecdy.

WONDERFUL HAND MADE RUSSIAN GOODS. 


7Y MERICANS arc becoming more end 
/-\more interested in purchasing hand 


made goods from Russia. The work 


ants shows wonderful develop- 


ment in every section of the Empire. 
A 


chief feature is the production of beautiful 
and useful articles in wood. 
The fur- 


niture branch attracts the most attention, 


carried on principally in the 


provinces of Moscow, Nizhni Novgorod 
Vytaka, and partly in Perm. There are 
tillages where every peasant's home is a 


workshop for tho production of fur- 


niture, some of which is purchased by 
lending furniture firms. More than one- 
half of the furniture in the stores of Mos- 
cow dealers is made by the peasants. The 
fashioning of sleigh runners and rims and 
spokes of wheels is much developed in the 
Volga provinces. The amount produced 
can be judged from the fact that at the 


cent Nizhni fair 100,000 rims and 000,- 


000 wheel spokes were on exhibition.

The flax spinning and weaving industry, 


which is one of the oldest and most de- 
veloped of the village occupations, and 
which, like the woodworking industry, Is 
supplied with raw material produced at 
homo, is of groat significance. 


Tho production of improved agricul- 


tural implements and machinery is a new 
industry. 
For some years the dcmnnd 


for agricultural machinery has increased 
among the peasants. 
Under the influ- 


ence of the demand on the part of their 
neighbors the village workmen began to 
manufacture ploughs, iron harrows and 


winnowers at prices low enough to plact 
them within the reach of the peasantry. 


The fur dressing industry has been 


growing rapidly. In some provinces th« 
trade has developed into rather large 
proportions, with many workmen em- 
ployed and considerable capital invested, 
but In general the fur dressing industry 
does not occupy so important a position. 
Recently there were organized in the 
centres of the fur trade o£ Moscow and 
St. Petersburg a few establishments 
that have the character of factories and 
dress chiefly tho best sorts of skins, 
although they handle also some of me- 
dium grade, but the principal furs of 
cheap quality are dressed by the villaga 
workmen. This work is carried on in

amounts to $10,000,000 a year and em- 
ploys 40,000 workmen. 


Tho leather industry is widely spr6c3 


over Russia. In these shops, which are 
very small, tanned goods are dressed and 
a very little fine leather is made.

tanned goods first place is occupied bj 
oxen and cow skins, then come black and 
light colored Russian leather and sols 
leather.

economic conditions, the kustarny, or 
peasant, leather industry is of some mag-

The inventions of Miss Knight have 


been mostly alone the lines of labor S.IT 
ins devices, and include manj small con- 
trivances -which have been used in'the 
cotton and woollen mills and many which 
have been used in the everyday life of the 
machine,shop. Amonn: the most notable 
of Miss Knight's creations is the square 
bottom paper bap;, which, nlthongh a small 
invention, was one which brought fame to 
this most remarkable -woman. Away back- 
in 1870 Miss Knight conceived the idea 
that the grocerymnn needed some sort of 
bap which wouM not only he convenient 
to handle bnt could be manufactured nt n 
nominal cost. For months Miss Knight 
lay awake nights trying to solve this 
problem. 


"One night," she says, "the idea came 


to me. I got up and drew a plan of a 
bag. 
This bag I had patented in 1870, 


mnd in 1871 the Queen of England honored 
me by presenting me with the Royal 
Lesion o£ Honor." 


This particular type of bag has been in 


conslant use ever since. 


Among Miss Knight's inventions besides 


the motor, a well safety device and the 
bag are appliances connected with rub- 
ber, cotton and shoe machinery. 
Many 


of them are small parts of vast machines, 
no small that they cnnnot he seen by one 


ia mechanical devices, but 


they are all vital in these days of im- 
provements and progress, and had Miss 
Knight been as good a business woman 
as she is an inventor they would have 
brought her millions. 


Miss Knight hns patented several types 


of gasolene, kerosene, acetylene anil hot, 


a.tr engines, and is also the inventor of 
the Knight-Davidson silent six gas en- 
gine, which experts in automobile con- 
struction look upon with much favor. 


The first invention of Miss Knight, al- 


though at the time considered of small im- 
portance by her, is in some ways the most 
interesting of all of her achievements. 
This was a contrivance to guard the 
workers in cotton mills. Miss Knight was 
Oien twelve years old.

Campaign Against Yale's Fraternity System Launched by Sophomores. 


ALE 
graduates 
wore 
affected 


with no little surprise the other 
day when they read that more 
than one-half of the members of 
the sophomore class had publicly 


protested against the senior society sys- 
tem nnd had demanded the abolition of 
Tap Day. Most of the alumni were only 
less astonished at the intelligence than 
they would have been to Icnrn that the 
sophomores proposed to supplant the fac- 
ulty in the management of the venerable 
institution. 


In recent years undergraduate life at 


Yale has manifested nn increasingly in- 
nuirins and progressive spirit. 
The ten- 


dency to an extreme conservatism and to 
cling tenaciously to old customs and tra- 
ditions, which for decades were character- 
istic of the college authorities and stu- 
dents alike, has been less conspicuous 
from year to year, as Yale slowly has ac- 
commodated itself to the conditions of 
modern life. 


Alumni returning to New Haven for 


commencement and athletic events have 
observed this trend, but they were far 
from prepared for so radical a symptom 
in the evolution of democracy at their 
alma mater as the present sophomore re- 
volt against a system regarded as impreg- 
nable, if not unassailable, and against a 
custom hallowed by long observance. 


The secret society is one of the most 


noteworthy developments of American col- 
lege life. According to Raird's Manual of 
College Fraternities, more than ?9,000,000 
is jnTfiSted iq ciut£tcr tonscs nod Jirwi»«t» 


owned by these organizations, and one- 
tenth of this vnst outlay is in the holdings 
of Vale societies. Some fraternities, such 
us Reta Thota ri, Phi Delta Thera and 
Delta Kappa Epsilon. embrace practically 
all colleges and universities. But Yale 
has been unique in maintaining a senior 
society system which has no counterpart 
in affiliation, character or delusiveness 
in any other institution. 


The three Yale senior societies of Skull 


and Rones, Scroll and Ki-ys and Wolf's 
Head overshadow all others at the uni- 
versity. 
To regard them with awe and 


reverence is the first lesson which is im- 
planted in the breast o£ the embryo fresh- 
man when he takes his entrance examina- 
tions either in a "prep" ischool or on the 
Yale campus. The hope that in his junior 
year he may be "tapped" for one of theai 
ia the controlling motive of nearly every 
student from the moment that he enters 
the university, if he possesses, even 
though only prospectively, any one of the 
well known essential qualifications for 
membership.

letic glory arc on a low plane in the under- 
graduate 
mind beside

ship or undeserving of the distinction ni 
that mnny who have been rejected are. 
eminently qu.ilifieil for the highest honors 
obtainable at Yale. 


Any expression fif this sense of injus- 


tice was religiously suppressed, however, 
for many years. The student who dared 
to give vent to hvs outraged feelings on 
the subject was singled out as a man 
marked for ostracism during the 
re- 


mainder of his college course. It mat- 
tered not that the sentence was passed 
upon him .surreptitiously. It was all the 
more effective for that. He became an 
example to'the student body, and hf*i fate 
had a deterrent effect upon many who 
otherwise would have braved the dangers 
of making known their dissatisfaction 
with the entrance conditions imposed by 
the three sacred societies. 


Rut the unmistakable drift of Yale

Th*r« are laymen and nriniBterg who 


purpose- to bo out and out for God and 
to make their lives count to the utter- 
most for him who do use tobacco, but 
their lives do not count for God as they 
would if they did not use tobacco, be- 
cause, 


First. Tobacco coats money and does 


the one who uses it no good and the 
money that belongs to God is squan- 
dered. Manv professedly Christian men 
Bpenil as much money every year for 
tobacco as would support several native 
workers :;i China or India or Africa. 


Second. 
Tobacco 
is physically inju- 


rious to at least the overwhelming ma- 
jority of those who use it.

GROWING CHRISTMAS TREES. 


Is the traditional and time-honored 


tustom of utilizing evergreen trees at 
Christmas time a menace to the move- 
ment for forest preservation? 
The 


press throughout the country fre- 
quently gives affirmative expression to 
the question, but it is based on senti- 
ment and not founded on f<icts. 


It is estimated in round numbers 


that not over 
E.000.000 Christmas 


trees are used annually (one for every 
fourth family), a number utterly in- 
significant and incomparable with the 
sources of timber waste, such as fires, 
grazing, and careless logging, nor la 
the demand comparable with the con- 
sumption for other purposes for which 
timber is used. 


Instead of discouraging the custom. 


It should be considered consistent and 
proper that It be maintained In sup- 
port of tho principle that trees are for 
Tise and there is no other use to which 
they could be put that would contribute 
Bo much to the joy of man as their 
Use by the children on the greatest 
holiday of all the year. 


These 5,000,000 trees can be pro- 


fiuced on 18,00 acres of land, and 18,- 
000 acres of land would produce a 
constant supply of Christmas trees for 
the entire population of the United 
States. 


Spruce makes the best Christmas 


.tree. Norway spruce is hardy and Is 
•also a rapid grower. There Is good 
Jjrofit and quick returns In growing it 
for Christmas trees. 
Nearly 3,000 


trees can be planted on one acre, and 
first returns may be secured In four 
years after planting if the plantation 
be properly handled.

By C. C. NEWMAN. 


be made each year as the trees be- 
come large enough for market, or a 
part of the plantation may be cut oft 
each year and replanted, thus insur- 
ing a constant supply. 


The Norway spruce will thrive on 


moderately fertile soil and upon hill- 
sides Impossible for general tillage, 


j Like any crop, they grow faster when 
cultivated, but they may be profitably' 
grown where such treatment Is not | 
always possible, by simply keeping the 
weeds and shrubs from overtopping 
thorn or better still by mulching with 
straw or similar materiaJ. 


Any waste place-about the farm or 


even vacant city lota can be profitably 
devoted to Christmas tree growing. 


Under cultivation and on moderate- 


ly fertile sol], a two-year-old trans- 
planted spruce should grow to be at 
leaat five feet in height in four years, 
and some will do better. 


There is little doubt but that the 


time will come when the Christmas 
tree business will become a recognized 
industry in this country, as it is in 
Germany, where the per capita con- 
sumption of Christmas trees is the 
greatest, and that as much attention 
will be given to it as will be given to 
the growing of crops of timber forj 
other uses. This time may not be far 
off, for It is already understood that 
only through the practice of forestry, 
which means both the conservation of 
the timber which remains and care- 
fully planned systems of reforestation, 
will It be possible to supply the coun- 
try with its forty billion feet of lum- 
ber needed each year as well as the 
few million little trees needed at 
Christmas time. 


SEED CORN. 


Wo make a serious mistake when 


fwe buy seed corn that has been grown 
Sn some distant locality and plant It 
Itor our general fleld crop. It is better 
to grow a new variety for two or throe 
-years in our seed plot and test It out 
and get it acclimated before we plant 
It uxtensively ax a Held crop. 


It Is well known that-the corn crop 


must have certain climatic conditions 
In order to give a profitable yield and 
wi who live outside of the great corn 
licit must devote more or less study 
rnd attention to the selection, of va- 
: :'!tlcs that are best adapted to our 
;:;mato and soil If wo make the crop 
! rentable on our farms. 


I have always obtained more satis- 


factory crops of corn by selecting my 
rcod corn from some variety that has 
t:-"fiwn in my own locality for yean. A 
variety that has been grown in a lo- 
c.i!ity for a few years is already accli- 
mated and by Intelligent need •elec- 
tion it can be brrd Into a more prolific 


< huractor that will reach maturity In 
tho climate where It has been per- 
fected. 


Changing seed corn IB not a good 


practice. So far as changing la con- 
cerned It may bo necessary for us to 
change in order to get hotter founda- 
:l;!n stock, but when the stock Is one* 
: i:'!ned wo should st^y by it. 


OTJFFTNG THE WORK TEAMS. 
It is cruel to clip tho work teams 


during the winter and allow them to 
stand exposed to the cold winds and 
storms, but I am convinced that It is 
an excellent plan to remove the old 
hair In the spring before they are put 
to work, especially If their coat Is long 
and thick. 


It makes the horses moro comfort- 


able and it is easier to keep them 
clean, whioh Is a very Important item 
to a man during the rush of spring's 
work when his time Is limited. 


Horses that are clipped should be 


kept moving and blanketed every time 
they are left standing or taken out to 
work during the stormy weather. 


On many farms moro horses are 


kept than are used for work during 
tho winter, and consequently receive 
very little grooming during the win- 
ter. Their coats become very thick and 
Ion g and when put to work they 
sweat profuaefy and It Is very difficult 
to keep them dry and clean. 


Such horsos had best be clipped. It 


will require less grain to keep them 
in condition and they will require 
much less grooming. 
We know how 


disagreeable it would bo for us to 
perform a hard spring's work, with 
our heavy winter clothes on. Horses 
with heavy coats are In precisely the 
same condition. 


Celery Is no longer a luxury within 


reach only of those who can afford to 
purchase It at a fancy price, but can 
bo had In abundance by every gard- 
ener who will give it proper care and 
cultivation. 


While celery may be grown on any 


well-drained, fertile soil, a sandy loam 
will give the best results. This vege- 
table Is a gross feeder and though the 
soil selected is reasonably fertile, 8 or 
10 tons of barnyard manure should be 
applied per acre and thoroughly in- 
corporated with the soil before plant- 
ing. 
Good celery may be grown on 


land without barnyard manure pro- 
vided there is an abundance of humus 
In the soil. However, the application 
of a few tons per acre will always 
greatly improve the crop. 


If the celery is to be blanched by 


earth, the rows should be marked off 
five feet wide and the plants set five 
inches apart in the row, requiring 
about twenty-flve thousand plants per 
acre. 
If tho double row system 
IB 


used each set of double rows should 
be six feet wide and the plants set six 
Inches apart each way. This system 
of planting v/111 require about twenty- 
seven thousand plants per acre. When 
the plants are set in double rows and 
blanched by boards, each set of double 
rows should be four feet wide and the 
plants set set six inches apart each 
way. 
This method will require about 


forty-four thousand plants per acre. 


If tho plants are set In single rows 


and blanched by boards, the rows are 
marked qff throe 'feet apart and the 
plants set four Inches apart. 
This 


method requires practically tho same 
number of plants to set an acre as 
the double row system, but requires 
about seven thousand square feet of 
boards moro per acre than tho double 
row method of planting. 


Early celery or that which Is to be 


harvested before the cool months of 
fall IB generally blanched by means of 
boards. 
The boards used should be 


from 10 to 16 feet long, 12 to 14 In- 
ches wide, and 1 Inch thick. When 
the loaf stems are about one-halt inch 
in diameter at a distance of one Inch 
from tho plant the blanching process 
may be begun. The boards are placed 
flat side down on both sides of tho 
rows with one edge near tho plants. 
The boards on both Bides of the row 
are then brought to a vertical position 
at the same time, the lower edge of 
each board Just touching tho baeo of 
the leaves. 
The boards are held In 


this position by stakes driven In tho 
ground or by short pieces of laths 
tacked across the top of the boards 
every six feet. Large growers iome- 


imes huve hooks made of heavy wire | tile, some of the self-blanching va- 


rieties are used.

If the soil has a tendency to 
be stiff or contains clay deposits It is 
well to incorporate well into the soil, 
where the dahlias are to be planted 
some coarse material such as sand, 
wood or coal ashes, or in fact any- 
thing that will give the soil perfect 
drainage.

Green crops f«d a« a supplement to

method of supplying feed to help out 
tho short pnoturcs of midsummer and 
fall la to feed corn silago.

Crrn fumlHhua a larger yield of dry 
matter per acre than any crop that 
can bo onltnarlly grown for summer 
feeding, and has the further advan- 
tage of being on hand an early as 
wanted. 


It is handled more economically also 


than sollliiK crops since It Is cut all 
at once and not every day as Is neces- 
sary with soiling crops. 


It should be remembered that It Is 


only possible to feed a bunch of cows 
economically when they are fed as 
individuals and not as a herd. 
A 


too common practice, even in the 
otherwise well conducted herds, Is for 
all animals to be fed the same amount 
of grain, regardless of the time they 
hfcve been In milk or the quantity of 
milk the Individual cows are pro- 
ducing. 
Such feeding always lacks 


economy, aa the high producing cow 
does not get enough, and while she 
may milk very wall for a time, she 
soon comes down to a lower level, 
while the lighter producing cow usu- 
ally gets too much feed and accumu- 
lates fat.

with soil is called "handling." 
This 


consists In gathering all the leaves In 
one hand and holding them In an 
erect position while the soil is banked 
and slightly packed around them to 
about one-half their length. 
When 


this is done the soil is heaped around 
the plants with either the plow or 
"celery hillor." 


Instead of "handling" tho plants as 


described above, they are sometimes 
wrapped with paper string to hold 
them eroct until the 
Boll ^:an be 


banked about them. 
The string is 


fastened to the flrst plant in the row 
and is then tied once around each suc- 
ceeding plant and at last fastened se- 
curely at the end of tho row. As the 
string is covered with soil it soon de- 
cays and does not injure the plants. 
Tho soil Is now banked about the 
plants wrth the "hlller" or plow. As 
the plants grow the soil Is heaped 
higher, and after a few weeks the 
banks will bo so high that tho hoe 
anil shovel will have to bo used In 
addition to tho hlller.

Is

blanched It Is gathered, washed, trim- 
med and tied In bundles each contain- 
ing thirteen plants. It Is then packed 
in crates lined with paper.

towns were visited and paid dearly for vhe 
lack of police protection, since each netted 
the trio in the neighborhood of $1,000. The 
trio was reinforced at this time by "Can- 
ada Fnddy" and all went to Bisbee, Ariz., 
where gay revel was held for a week or 
more. As the money derived from recent 
operations soon melted away, the quartet 
became desperate and decided to "stick 
up" the town's most flourishing gambling 
house. 


It was a Saturday nlffht, the rooms were 


crowded nnd the play big. All had been 
regular patrons of the gambling house 
nnd were known to most of its habitues. 
Shortly after midnight, nnd less thnn half 
nn hour before an eastbound express train 
was due, at a given signal from McCarthy 
the lights were shot out and at tho com- 
mand of "hands up" all those seated nt 
the gaming tables were compelled to range 
themselves ngninst the wall and deliver 
over tho contents of their pockets tn tho 
bandiu. The proprietor of the gambling 
house, as well ns bis employes, also was 
robbed, nnd when tho quartet backed 
out nnd made their escape McCarthy, who 
hnd ncted ns collector, had upward of 
55,000 in his pockets. All four bosrdcd 
the front end of n "blind bnggago" car and 
made tracks for tho Eaat. They separated 
at the first stopping nl&ca made by the 


decided thnt the bank in that little town 
was far too prosperous for the size of the 
population. 


After carefully reconnoitring, the burg- 


lar band found the negro night watchman 
asleep in a carriage house in the rear of the 
hunk. They covered him with their guns 
and made him conduct them to a black- 
smith shop, where they picked up what 
tools they needed. The bank vault and 
safe were both blown, and this explosion 
yielded ihu burglars upward of $2,000, 
nearly all of which, was in silver. 
Thcy 


seized the railroad section boss's hand car 
nnd fled to Fairfax, S. C., and apparently 
without leaving a clew by which the 
Sheriff and his constables could trace 
them. One or two little jobs in the vicin- 
ity of Fairfax paid them well for their 
trouble, but they decided it would be 
healthier to leave the State for a few 
weeks, or at least until the hue nnd cry 
raised over the series o£ robberies had 
subsided. 


At ML Olive, N. C., the little bank 


looked 
promising. 
"Portland Ned," 


"Connecticut Shorty" and McCarthy all 
figured that this robbery could be effected 
with little trouble or fuss, when they could 
all return to Courtney, S. C., where it hnd 
been decided that a bank there would yield 
rich returns. 
After blowing the outer 


vault of the Mt. Olive bank it was found 
the trio did not have a sufficient quantity 
of "soup," or nitro-glyccrine, to apply to 
the big safe within. Only $100 was found 
in the vault, but a bundle of bills amount- 
ing to about .$500 wns found in a locked 
(in box usually used for private papers. 
This was In the desk of tho hnnk cashier. 
Tho lock was easily smashed and tho con- 
tents taken.

port of the two explosions. When the 
inner steel chest hnd been penetrated the 
trio found upwnrd of $10,000 in bnnk

from this gold and silver amounting to

Much valuable jewelry also wns 


found, among it a handsome brooch con- 
taining seven largo nnd pure white dia- 
monds. Tliis "Portland Ned" immediate- 
ly appropriated, saying it would bo his 
Christmns gift to Mnud, his wife, with 
whom he wns si III violently In love. 


The gold and silver and the kit of burg- 


Inr tools with which they worked were 
"planted" on the outskirts of the town, 
near the railroad freight yards, and this 
done, the little party separated, McCarthy 
making for Charleston, where he secreted 
himself at one of the many resorts con- 
ducted by n. Rudolph Rabens. McCarthy 
had more money when 
he 
nrrivcd in 


Charleston than nt almost any one time 
before. 
He hnd intended to remnin in 


hiding a week or two and then make for 
New York, where he could once more pro- 
vide himself with an elaborate wardrobe 
nnd cut a wid« swath in tho cnfes of the 
White Light district 
But instead he 


went on a wild debauch in a saloon-dance 
hall-boarding house, and at the end of two 
weeks ho wns penniless. With Rabens he 
returned to the outskirts of Courtney and 
tried to locate the spot in which ho had 
buried his gold and silver board, but with- 
out success. Not to be deterred, McCarthy 
nnd Rabens went to Baltimore, where thcy 
hunted up "Connecticut Shorty," who re- 
turned with them to South 
Carolina. 


"Shorty" had no difficulty ia locating the 
hiding place and when "raised" the loot 
was i ad in a buggy provided by Rabens 
nnd a. .jifhree drove to the home of Rabena' 
father, at WaihaJla, S. C., where the 
plunder was packed into a trunk and 
checked to Charleston. 
The "baggage" 


upon its arrival in Charleston was taken 
to Rabens' saloon, where he had the gold 
and silver converted into bank notes. For 
hl» part in the transaction McCarthy and 
"Shorty" gave Rabens $300 and a bundle 
of bank notes which had been singed and 
burnt in the explosion. Rabens had no 
difficulty in having these exchanged at a 
Sub-Treasury for good currency. 


South Carolina had been so kind to Mc- 


Carthy that he wns loath to leave it until 
jhe hnd made wider excursions among its 
small 
towns, 
"Pennsylvania Swipes," 


who together with "Portland Ned" had 
journeyed down from Virginia to join Mc- 
Carthy nnd "Connecticut Shorty," located 
a bnnk nt St. George. 
Rnbcns drove 


"Portland Ned" nnd McCnrthy in his car- 
riage from Charleston to a railroad junc- 
tion n few miles beyond the city limits 
and "Swipes" nnd "Shorty" bonrdcd tho 
same train as it left Charleston. 
Their 


conduct in jumping on nnd off the train 
nt stations not the one designated on their 
tickets nroused the suspicion of the con- 
ductor, and when the hand left his train 
at St George hn notifind a policeman nt 


to kccfi his cy* OA the now or- 


tlmn broke and in desperate need of money, 
picked the County Treasurer's office at 
Monks Corner, S. C., as a likely point at 
which to reimburse Ihclr fallen fortunes. 
Hut in entering the office r.t midnight 
they awakened a sleeping watchman and 
he shot so freely that as tho robbers fled 
down the mnin street it was with a num- 
ber of half cltu! bnt fully armed citizens 
nt rheir heels nnd a shower of bnlleU 
whistling about their ears. 


"Portland Ned" nnd "Pennsylvania" 


Swipes picked the bnnk at Lo.Ua, S. 0., for 
the next attempt, and the quartet met 
ngain in the little town late at night The 
blast was set after entrance lo the bank 
was effected and when it was touched 
off the door of tho vault was blown and 
jammed in such a manner that it was im- 
possible to gain entrance to the door of the 
inner strong box. Another safe in the 
same building was blown, and from it was 
taken n few hundred dollars. Not satisfied 
with their night's work the quartet jim- 
mied their way into the town's leading 
store, blew open the safe and got away 
wifli nearly $1,000. On their way out of 
town they stopped at tho post office and 
blew its safe. 
As they had been well re- 


warded far their night's work they all re- 
turned to Charleston and another spree 
followed at Itabens' resort. 


The police and post office inspectors by 


this time were so close on the heels of the 
little band that had been so boldly operat- 
ing in the Palmetto State that its members 
decided discretion was tie better part of 
valor and decamped for the Old North 
State. Keuly, N. C., was their objective 
point, and the little bank there was marked 
foi- "plucking." 
After looking over the 


bank at this place the robbers found its 
alarm wires in such shape that they didn't 
dare disturb them, so they turned their at- 
tention to the town's largest store. Two 
safes were found in the office of the store, 
and the first, or larger one, was attacked. 
Their work yielded them nothing as the 
cash box was empty. "Portland Ned" and 
"Swipes" urged their companions to give 
up the job then and there, but McCarthy 
said he Intended to be paid for his trouble 
even though he went through every etore in 
the town. 
The second safe was blown 


with little or no trouble and to the amaze- 
ment of all a little in excess of $2,500 was 
found nnd taken. There was no inkling 
of their presence in the town and they 
left as silently as they came. Before dawn 
streaked the cast they worn on their way 
to Randclman, N. C., where Ned had 
marked the town's biggest bank for their 
next venture. 


Two days were spent in Randelmnn look- 


ing over tho field, and after all due pre- 
cnutions were taken an entrance to the 
bank was effected. 
Two blasts were set 


off before the quartet got into the inner 
safe, nnd just as tho bank's horde was 
laid hare to their gazo nnd within their 
reach a black hend wns poked through the 
rear window through which tho burglars 
hnd entered and Its owner inquired:— 


"What you all dcin' in tha? I'm swine 
to tell on you, dat I is." 


But before the negro could make good 


bis threat "Connecticut Shorty," who had 
been doing lookout duty, ran up, seized 
him and pointed a pistol at his head while 
the others tied and gagged him. The sound 
of the struggle had attracted the attention 
of nearby dwellers, nnd before the yegg- 
men could re-enter the bank and obtain 
the horde that lay invitingly within reach 
the alarm hnd been given nnd the cbase 
was on. The yeggs had a good start and 
succeeded in outstripping their pursuers 
and getting safely away. 


An invitation from "Portland Ned" to 


visit him at his Alexandria, Va., home was 
too alluring to be overlooked, so the band 
separated and "Ned" and McCarthy made 
tracks for the little city on the banks of 
the Potomac. McCnrthy soon found him- 
self in need of funds, ns the tenderloin of 
Washington soon exhausted his visible 
supply of cash. While a guest of "Ned" 
ie sauntered through the town one night 
and after tapping the tills of several 
stores he held up a saloon single handed, 
nnd when he crept into "Ned's" house 
:ar]y the next morning he was tie richer 
by $SOO. That went the -.737 of all the 
other money McCarthy had acquired, and 
t wns determined to make a little journey 
:o Fredcricksburg, Va., where a safe 
yielded up its contents, enriching Mc- 


iarthy nnd his host by one or two hun- 


dred dollars each. 


A new partnership was formed after the 


Fredericksburg job and McCarthy and 
"Irish Jimmy" fell in with Charley Cross 
and McCarthy's old friend, "Connecticut 
Shorty." 
A stop at Laurel, Md., was 


made while -the party was en route to New 
York. 
The safe in the Baltimore and 


Ohio Railroad station there was dynamited 
and a small amount of cash obtained. The 
safe in a flour mill in the same town waa 
blown that night, after which tho party 
abandoned the New York trip temporarily 
and made their way to Ellicott City, Md.. 
about fifteen miles west of Baltimore. 
A 


cotton mill office was entered there, and 
its safe netted its visitors about $500. 


After fleeing from Ellicott City Mc- 


Carthy met "Philadelphia Mac" (Mc- 
Manus) and "Portland Ned.'" The thre« 
journeyed to Bridgeville, Del., where tha 
•bank had just moved into new quarters. 
The saf« was old, the new rault not hav- 
ing been completed. A good strong shot 
of "soup" shattered the safe doors and 
about $800 in silver coin lay regaled. 


As "Portland Ned" had "located" several 


bank johs in Virginia which ho wanted 
McCarthy to aid him in, the two returned 
to tho Old Dominion and several littl« 
robheries netted them a few hundred each. 
Among them were several in Suffolk, Va. 
"Ned" and McCarthy again had » disputa 
over tho division of tho spoils and again 
th«y srpwmted ia anper. McCarthy mad« 
for New York, and after spending a few 
weeks there he joined "Bcllefontaina 
Slim," "Filzey" and "Walter," and a safe 
in tho office of a. big ice concern at Qulnoy. 
Mass., was blown. Severs! hundred dol- 
lars wna obtained and McCnrthy, "Slim" 
nnd "Walter" moved on to Middleboro, 
Mass., where several likely jobs awaited 
them. While in Middlcboro a flour mill, a 
laundry and a bank were robbed, and when 
th« burglars decamped they hnd bulging 
pockets, for the pickings had been unusu- 
ally good. 
But just ns tho ycsgmen 


emerged from tic laundry, the last plac« 
(h*y visited, they were held up by tho night 
watchman, who began to shoot before h« 
nsked any questions. 


Tho "yeggs" shot, too, and the watch* 


man dropped with a bullet through hij 
legs. But tho alarm was spread and a 
running fight was kept up for several 
miles. In this encounter McCarthy had 
the narrowest escape of his life, for whila 
running across the street after encounter- 
ing the nigfct watchman he dropped the 
bottle contusing tho nitre-glycerine, and 
as lie did so he momentarily expected to 
be blown to eternity. 


All three escaped to the freight yards, 


where thcy secreted themselves until the 
ucit day, when they were able to board 
freight trains and get away. 


McCarthy 
operated 
through Massa- 


chusetts with v-aryjng success, sometimes 
making a "killing" and sometimes meet- 
ing with dire failure. 
After on« of his 


successful raids he would hurry back to 
New York, for the lure of the big town 
was all-compelling. 


After one of the trips to New York in 


which he had dissipated even more vio- 
lently than on previous stays in the big 
city, he decided to take the field alone. 
He operated with marked success and 
made a number of rich hauls before at- 
tempting to tackle any real big job. 
Then 


it was that he received a letter from 
"Walter" calling him to New England 
again, and as hc stepped off a train at a 
little railway station near Bratileboro a 
town constable, weariug a badge as big as 
a pic plate, approached and peered long 
and earnestly at McCarthy's f»ce. 


"Thought 1 knowed you," said the blue- 


coat 
"You're the fellow what had a 


[land in that bank robbery here a few years 
ago. I never fergits a face nnd yourn is one 
I been lookin.' for now for soxne time." 


McCarthy was locked up, indicted, tried 


and convicted, nnd sent to the State Peni- 
tentiary for seven years. He vowed he in- 
tended to turn straight and win back the 
regard of his old friends in Philadelphia, 
among whom were some o£ the best peopla 
in the city. 


While in the Vermont Penitentiary Mc- 
larthy was visited by the post office in- 


spectors, nnd to them he made a detailed 
confession, as well as civine them uifocuui' 
tion about other robberies in all parts at 
the country, which proved of inestimable 
value to them in rounding up the band 
they were seeking so long. It was because 
of this aid that tho postal authorities 
ntcrfcred.in McCarthy's behalf and suc- 
ceeded in bringing about Executive clem- 
ency in his case. 


Then they promised to aid him to lead 


in honest life and find him employment 
thnt would keep him away from his old 
baunts and associates. 
Just how well 


McCarthy lived up to his resolutions, 
however, is shown hy later Croats, which 
will bo told in another chapter of this 
sericr

Last Saturday 
nii;ht -witnessed one 


of. the most disorderly and disgraceful 
scenes ever cnackk'd in tlic vicinity of 
BinRvillc durinR her history as far back 
as the oldest inhabitant can remember, 
and it will take our town many years 
to live down the smirch which has thus 
been daubed upon her fair name, so to 
speak. 


It appears 'that one day* last week 


Wes Woodruff made a visit to the Co. 
scat nnd while there met up with "Run- 
ty" Smitlirrs. a well known sporting 
gent of that place. In a conversation 
which Wcs had with Runty, Wea said 
he had recently purchased a bulldoff 
entitled "Grips," which lie calkilated 
could whip any other bulldog in the 
country. Runty then told Wcs that he 
owned a bulldog known as "Biff" which 
in his opinion could wipe up the ground 
with any two dogs which Wcs could 
produce.

to it by arresting everybody present, 
and make considerable money in con- 
stable's few. 


The scene which follcrd when Scth 


appeared almost beggars dcscripsliion. 
Runty Smithers yelled to outcn the lan- 
terns, but nobody present seemed to 
have; lime to pause long enough to do 
this. The spectators made a rush for 
the barn door, while some of them 
crawled 
under 
wagons, 
and 
some, 


climbed into the mow and hid in the 
hay. Constable Dewberry was knocked 
down in the mad rush, and struck the 
back of hi* hend on the barn floor 
with such vilence that he almost broke 
the floor, 
Scth also thinks somebody 


hit him a awful belt under the left eye, 
which is black and blue at this writing. 
He that as it may, Seth was rendered 
unconscious and hors dr. combat, as you 
might say, and when the participants 
seen that he didn't know what was go- 
ing on they clustered around him and 
wondered if he had fractured his skull.

went to sleep in church Sunday morn- 
ing, but thafs nothing—the Deacon 
goes to sleep every Sunday morning 
whether he has ben to a dog fight Sat- 
urday night or not.
